(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide an ink-jet type 
recording head which can prevent the peeling and cracking 
of the end parts of a piezoelectric body active part. 
SOLUTION: In an ink-jet type recording head having a thin 
wall part 350 which is thinner than a part corresponding to a 
piezoelectric body active part 320 in a part along the fringe 
part of a pressure generation chamber 1 2 at least on both 
sides in the width direction of the active part 320 f A 
vibration regulation part 360 for regulating the movement of 
vibration plates 50, 60 is installed close to the end part of 
the active part 320 or at least parts on both sides in the 
width direction. 
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
